I hey are doing the lw*st th«*y can w ith » hard 
job. Food and price regulation is necessary to 
win tile war. 


Ihe above is typical of one reaction to recent edi 
torials in these columns. 
It is a reasonably fair statement of the point of view 
which allowed President truman to keep O L A in opera 
hon when Congress attempted to scrap the agency in 
favor of one man control patterned after the I louver food 
administration in W orld War I. 
O L A can be measured by various yardsticks, 
Is it successful? 
Hie answer has to he, “ No.” 
Shortages of essentials, soaring prices, and black markets 
all prove that O P A has failed in its principal purposes. 
Is O P A necessary to win the war? ( ertainly not. 
World W a r J. was won without it. Various of our prin 
cipal allies have won the war in Lurope without anything 
remotely resembling O L A . As a matter of fact, tin* two 
principal other nations wliic Ii tried this bureaucratic ap 
preach were Germ any and Italy— and the* plan didn t 
keep them from losing and losing badly. 
However, the principal criticisms raised by these 
editorials have not been so much the* theory and original 
purposes of O L A as its rec ent met hods. 
I hese methods constitute a denial of various rights 
assured American citize ns in the* Constitution. 
VC bet her O L A itself and various of its acts are un- 
( oust it ii I ional is tx Question lor the Federal courts to cl** 
ride— w hen and if the question can be brought betore 
them. 
But few observers will question that these* methods 
can prope rly be termed nori-Constitutional.
